M. Standfurs of Zurich has taken up 
the old experiment* of Wetssniann on 
the variation!: in butterflies produced 
by temperature acting on the chrysalis. 
He finds that the chrysalids, according 
to the temperature to which they are 
exposed, have given birth to butierflfe 
not of the kiud they are derived from, 
hut klnda belonging to countries far 
from Zurich. Thus, pupae of the Va- 
nessa urtica. which is entnmou in 
Swltseriand, when kept at a tempera- 
ture of four to six degrees ceutigrade. 
produced the Vanessa polarls, a spe- 
cies proper to Lapland, others of the 
same sort kept at 37 to 39 degrees cen- 
tigrade produced the Ichnusa, found 
only In Sardinia and Corsica. A still 
higher temperature produced lchnu*o- 
tdes, found sometimes In temperato re- 
gions during hot summers. Other 
chrysalids gave birth to entirely now 
ipedN. The general result Is. that 
cold or heat produces butter Hies found 
In cold or hot countries.

WHERE IS MY BOSS? 



flmaahed hy a Drunken Man, Hut Pal 
Together Again. 

One of the fatuous und popular ex- 
hibits in th«- British museum is the 
unique Portland vaae. About ten 
Inches higti. made of glass of a won- 
derfully deep blue, ornumented In re- 
lief with a series of figures of opaque 
white glass. It was found in a marble 
sarcophagus under the Monte del 
Grano, sonic two and a half miles from 
Rome ou the way to Frascati. For a 
long time It was the chief ornament 
of the grrat Barberini palace at Rome, 
but toward the end of the eighteenth 
century it was bought by dir William 
Hamilton, who in turn sold It to the 
Durhess cf Portland In 1785, and by the 
then Duke of Portland It was deposited 
lu the British museum In 1810. The 
museum did not then occupy its pres- 
ent building, and in 1845, while It was 
still In Montague house, the vaae was 
broken by an act of vandalism. A 
man named William Lloyd, who was 
employed in the museu*'i, got drunk 
one day in February of that year, and. 
picking up a Babylonian stone which 
lay on the ground, be hurled It at the 
vase, which wus placed under a glass 
t'ase. There was a crash, and the case 
and the vase fell shat.ered to .the 
gro and. 7 he museum authorities ap- 
proached the Duke of Pc -Hand with a 
view to prosecuting the man, but, for 
reasons of hi* own, the duke refused to 
appear, and the only thing ttu museum 
could do wua to bring the culprit be- 
fore a magistrate on a charge of wan- 
tonly breaking the glass case. The 
magistrate lined him a couple ot 
pounds, and the fine was considerately 
paid by an old lady with more sym- 
pithy than sense, so that the man got ■ 
off scot free. The pieces were put to-
